the year. 
With a capacity of 70,000 and a 
plan of construction which will per­ 
mit its extension so that it will ac­ 
commodate 100,000 when the need 
require-, the Yankee Stadium is the 
finest baseball structure in the world. 
Another victory by the New York 
Giants and the Yankees in the pen­ 
nant races and their subsequent par­ 
ticipation in the world’s series re­ 
moved novel features for the season 
although the two teams made a new 
record bv staging the series Hit ween 
themselves for the third successive 
time. 
Considering that the Giants 
were 
almost unanimously picked to 
beat 
the Yankees in the series, the feat of 
the American League champions 
in 
winning the world’s 
championship 
might have been a surprise. The s u c ­ 
cess of tin* Yankees also made a new 
record in that it was tlie first time 
that the world’s championship 
had 
been won by a New York American 
League team. 
Many new minor records 
were 
made on the playing field during the 
minor and major league seasons, but 


sensational performances, such 
as 
were provided when Babe Ruth was 
running wild several years ago, were 
missing. 
Babe Ruth «lid not make 
a 
new* 
slugging record, but the all-around 
improvement of baseball’s greatest 
player was perhaps the biggest feat­ 
ure of the season and aroused 
the 
most interest. 
Ruth lived up to his promise 
to 
settle down ar.d play baseball. 
He 
came within ten points of taking the 
battling championship of tin* Amer­ 
ican League from Harrv Heilman, 
the Detroit star. He finished in a tie 
for first place in batting in runs. He 
made a new record for the number of 
passes received during a sea-on. He 
was third in base running, and 
he 
was the best right fielder in 
the 
league. 
•To make his comeback all 
the 
more glorious, the Babe had 
the 
honor of being named the most val­ 
uable player in the American League 
by the largest vote possible. His se­ 
lection was unanimous. 
It was Ruth’s willingness to sub­ 
ordinate his own interests to those 
of the team that was largely respon­ 
sible for the victory of the Yankees 
in the American League pennant race 
and in the world’s series.

HASTY TRIAL IS 
HEARING THE END 


Case of Alleged Chicken Thief Will 


be in Hands of Jury by Four 


O'clock Today 


FIRST OF 4 TO BE TRIED 


Defense Finishes This Morning And 


State Offers Short Rebuttal Be- 


fore Arguments 


John Hasty's fate will be in the 


hands of the jury (his afternoon, be- 
tween 3:30 and 4 o'clock, as the trial 
ueared a close today. He is charged 
in a grand jury indictment of 'Con- 
spiracy and with "rand larceny. 


The case ends the first step in the 


trial of four members of an alleged 
gang of chicken thieves, that oper- 
ated in northern Bush county last 
.spring aiif 
1- summer, and the state was 


relying »n 1hc evidence of Claude 
Johnson, one of their alleged mem- 
bers and a defendant, who made a 
confession of the operations of the 
men. 


Other defendants are two sons 


of Air Hasty, who arc Fred 
and 


Walter Hasty, and who will he tried 
later. 


The defense finished with 
their 


testimony this morning 
and 
the 


state offered a short rebuttal. Ea^h 
side was aXJowed two hours for the 
arguments. 


The defendant, John Hasty, testi- 


fied in his own behalf, and firmly de- 
nied 
each 
and 
every 
allegation 


charged in the two counts of the in- 
dictment. 


The state finished up with their 


portion of the evidence about the 
middle of the afternoon Friday, and 
then the defense took their fling, and 
made good progress, with their star 
witness' being John Hasty, the de- 
fendant. 


Those w.ho preceded the defend- 


ant were several persons who testi- 
fied concerning'his reputation, prior 
to the rounding up of the alleged 
gang, and all witnesses examined 
in this manner stated that the de- 
fendant had a good reputation up 
•until several months ago. 


Most of the witnesses on cross 


examination by the state admitted 
that they had heard several months 
prior to his arrest in August, that 
he was suspected of stealing chick- 
ens, had also stolen pigs, sold clover 
seed instead of planting it, and a 
few oilier things. 


Mrs. Fanny D. Clevindejico of Car- 


thage, sister-in-law of the defend- 
ant on trial, was a witness and stat- 
ed that Mr. Hasty raised many chick- 
ens, and that she had sold him eggs 
for that purpose. 


The defendant took the stand in 


self defense, and stated that he was 
past 54 years of age, and all of his 
life excepting four years, had -been 
sptmt in this county, and that he was 
a fanner 'by occupation. 


He said.he is now employed by W. 


A. Alexander, 
northwest of here, 


and had 'been working there since 
his release from .jail on bond, about 
four months ago. ' 


His attorneys questioned him con- 


cerning a .former fine that he paid 
this summer, on May 19, when he 
was nrrested on a charge of shooting 
squirrels 'out of season, and he said 
that he shot the squirrels for Jesse 
Leisure, owner of the form, and that 
it was the only time in his life that 
he had been arrested, up to that time. 


His fine, he said, was paid half 


by himself, and half by Mr. Leisure 
The state had previously dwelt with 
character witnesses- regarding ;his 
reputation, and pointed out that he 
had been arrested . on a game 
violation charge. 


The state had charged that 01 


August 11. the alleged gang had 
stoleV chickens from Mrs. Minnie 
Knhy, and had made two trips in 
one 
night to obtain their 
loot 


Mr. Hasty on the stand stated tha 
on that night he remained home, an< 
was not at Carthage, as indicated in 
the testimony of Johnson, the de 
fendant who turned state's witness 


Mr. Hasty., at this period of 'the 


trial was asked to state whether o 
not at any time he ever conspire* 
with or among Fred Hasty, Walter or 
Claude Johnson for the purpose o 
stealing, and he firmly denied that he 
had done so, and -he also denied tha 
he had ever stolen a chicken in hi: 
life.
